REPORT. 


The  past  year  in  the  history  of  our  Home  will  be  a 
memorable  one,  inasmuch  as  it  has  seen  the  consummation 
of  the  long-cherished  purpose  of  enlarging  its  accommo¬ 
dations. 

As  stated  in  our  last  annual  report,  the  receipt  of  the 
legacy  of  the  late  Stephen  Williams  put  it  in  our  power  to 
build  an  addition  to  the  Home;  and  it  is  with  great  satis¬ 
faction  that  the  Board  of  Directors  report  the  completion 
of  the  new  building,  and  the  thorough  renovation  of  the  old 
one,  including  furnishing. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  money  for  the  furnishing  has 
been  given  by  individuals  and  churches  of  Roxbury,  and 
the  air  of  cheerfulness  and  comfort  which  pervades  every 
part  of  the  Home  is  most  attractive. 

It  is  of  interest  to  record  that  the  building  of  the  addi¬ 
tion  was  carried  on  without  the  removal  of  the  family; 
and  though  under  serious  difficulties  and  inconveniences, 
and  much  increase  of  care  to  the  Matron  and  her  assist¬ 
ants,  the  anticipation  of  resulting  advantages  seems  to  have 
served  as  a  healthy  stimulus  to  the  aged  household. 

Even  the  feeblest  have  borne  the  change  of  apartments 
consequent  upon  joining  the  old  to  the  new  building  with¬ 
out  detriment  to  health;  and  we  are  privileged  to  make  the 
unusual  statement  that  death  has  not  invaded  the  Home 
since  our  last  report  was  issued,  although  one-fourth  of  the 
inmates  are  octogenarians. 

We  now  have  rooms  for  thirty-one  women,  and  have 
already  added  five  to  the  eighteen  which  the  Home  accom¬ 
modated  a  year  ago;  but  our  present  means  will  not  allow 
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us  to  admit  more  without  encroaching  on  invested  funds, 
and  we  earnestly  hope  that  our  income  may  be  sufficiently 
increased,  that  we  may  be  able  to  receive  the  worthy  appli¬ 
cants  who  so  much  need  the  privileges  of  such  a  Home. 

As  a  temporary  means  of  revenue,  we  have  decided  to 
reinstate  the  May  festival,  which  was  for  many  years  a 
fruitful  resource,  and  will  hold  a  reception  and  sale  at  the 
Home  on  Saturday,  May  30th,  Decoration  Day,  from  eleven 
in  the  morning  till  six  in  the  afternoon,  when  we  hope  to 
welcome  the  old  and  many  new  friends  of  the  Roxbury 
Home,  as  a  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  all. 

Our  work  for  children  is  the  same  as  for  several  years 
past, —  assistance  to  mothers  who,  without  our  small  aid, 
might  be  obliged  to  break  up  their  families  and  place  their 
children  with  strangers  at  an  age  when  the  mother’s  care  is 
invaluable. 

We  are  more  and  more  impressed  with  the  beneficence  of 
this  method  of  serving  the  children,  and  only  deplore  the 
meagre  portion  that  our  treasury  can  afford  to  this  depart¬ 
ment  of  our  institution. 

The  cheerful  and  unwearying  patience  of  our  Matron, 
Mrs.  Mary  B.  Curtis,  during  the  protracted  chaos  and  con¬ 
fusion  incident  to  building,  deserves  and  receives  our  grate¬ 
ful  recognition;  and  we  would  also  express  our  appreciation 
of  those  qualities  which  render  her  eminently  fit  for  her 
position. 

We  will  not  enumerate  here  our  sources  of  indebtedness; 
but  we  would  not  fail  to  express  our  heartfelt  gratitude  for 
the  numerous  and  generous  tokens  of  thoughtful  interest  in 
the  Home  and  its  inmates,  whose  cheerfulness  and  vigor 
have  been  ministered  to  in  so  many  ways. 

It  is  with  tender  regret  that  we  record  the  loss  by  death 
from  our  Board  of  Directors  of  Mrs.  E.  T.  Milliken,  who 
has  given  years  of  efficient  and  faithful  service  to  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  Home.  It  seemed  among  the  pleasures  of  her 
life  to  minister  to  others,  and  her  winning  spirit  had  en- 
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deared  her  to  all  the  household,  who  unite  in  mourning  a 
kind  and  sympathetic  friend;  and  her  gentle  presence  and 
willing  helpfulness  will  be  long  and  deeply  missed  in  our 
counsels. 

We  cannot  close  our  report  without  an  expression  of 
gratitude  for  the  blessings  of  the  year,  and  for  the  degree 
of  prosperity  which  has  been  granted  to  the  Home;  and  we 
enter  on  a  new  year  with  confidence  and  faith  that  our 
strength  shall  be  as  our  need,  and  hope  erelong  to  have 
the  means  to  support  the  possibilities  of  the  Home,  and  to 
be  able  to  extend  our  work  for  children.  To  this  report  we 
append ‘the  following  article  which  has  recently  appeared  in 
print :  — • 

The  Roxbury  Home  for  Children  and  Aged  Women  was 
founded  by  Mr.  James  Ritchie,  who  from  1848  to  1862  was 
the  loved  and  respected  missionary-at-large  of  Roxbury. 
In  his  work  among  the  poor  he  saw  the  urgent  need  of  a 
place  of  refuge  for  unfriended  children,  and  his  warm  and 
sympathetic  heart  would  not  rest  till  he  had  enlisted  others 
in  the  effort  to  provide  a  home  for  them. 

It  was  in  1856  that  Mr.  Ritchie  with  Mr.  John  Rogers, 
Charles  K.  Dillaway,  James  Waldock,  and  a  few  other 
benevolent  and  public-spirited  men  and  women  obtained 
an  act  of  incorporation  from  the  State. 

The  first  “money  for  it  was  raised  in  the  Sunday-school 
of  Dr.  Putnam’s  church  (P'irst  Religious  Society  of  Rox¬ 
bury).  Mr.  Ritchie  was  often  asked  to  talk  to  the  school, 
and  frequently  suggested  to  them  what  they  could  do  to 
help  poor  children.  One  Sunday  morning  he  told  them  of 
the  great  need  of  a  home  for  friendless  children,  and,  to 
prove  it,  said  he  had  at  that  time  four  such  waifs  in  his 
own  family  (though  his  wife  was  ill  and  -he  had  children  of 
his  own),  and  gave  them  the  story  of  one  or  two.  He 
asked  them  if  they  would  begin  to  contribute  small  sums 
on  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month  toward  establishing  a 
home. 

In  1859  these  contributions  amounted  to  several  hundred 
dollars,  and  $300  had  been  pledged  by  friends.  Mr. 
Ritchie  called  a  meeting  of  those  he  had  interested  in  the 
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charity,  and  told  them  he  had  found  an  old  but  roomy 
house,  which  could  be  hired  for  $275.  The  work  was 
begun,  120  persons  subscribed  $5  each,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  first  year  there  was  no  debt  and  there  were  funds 
toward  providing  for  another  year.  The  house  hired  was 
situated  near  what  is  now  Linden  Place,  on  the  corner  of 
Cabot  and  old  Washington  Streets. 

.  As  will  be  seen  by  some  quotations  from  Mr.  Ritchie.’ s 
report  of  i860,  a  part  of  the  work  for  children  was  in  the 
line  of  the  present  day  nurseries.  He  says:  “It  makes 
provision  for  the  children  of  those  who  are  obliged  to  go 
out  to  labor  and  of  those  who  wish  a  safe  refuge  for  their 
children  while  they  seek  means  to  provide  for  them  a  home 
of  their  own.  One  of  its  purposes  is  to  furnish  a  safe 
deposit  for  the  children  of  those  who  go  out  to  work  by  the 
day,  and  whence  they  can  be  taken  by  their  mothers  at 
night.  In  all  fitting  cases,  the  parents  are  required  to 
make  some  slight  compensation  for  the  care  of  their 
children.” 

The  Home  was  intended  “to  provide  a  comfortable  abode 
for  worthy  women  without  means  of  their  own,  and  where 
children,  deprived  of  parents  or  having  parents  unable  fully 
to  provide  for  them,  may  be  reared  and  maintained  until 
some  opening  is  found  through  which  they  may  enter  on 
life  without  the  stigma  of  the  public  poorhouse.” 

At  that  time  Roxbury  was  but  a  suburb  of  Boston,  with 
small  anticipation  of  becoming,  before  many  'years,  a 
densely  populated  district  of  a  large  city;  and  in  the  way 
of  organized  charities  those  were  the  days  of  small  things. 
In  common  with  other  established  charities,  it  suffered 
much  during  our  Civil  War.  The  patriotic  struggle  en¬ 
listed  hearts  and  hands,  and  the  work  for  the  Sanitary 
Commission  was  all-absorbing.  So  the  struggle  for  bare 
existence  lasted  till  1868,  when  the  house  occupied  by  the 
Home,  was  purchased  for  $5,000,  and  continued  the  abiding 
place  till  1871,  when  the  Home  removed  to  its  present 
location  on  what  was  formerly  the  Perrin  estate,  between 
Waverley  and  Copeland  Streets.  This,  with  repairs  and 
furnishing,  cost  $10,000. 

The  Home  was  weighted  with  a  debt  of  $4,000;  but  a 
new  and  stronger  impulse  was  given  to  the  work,  and  in 
1874  the  treasurer,  Mr.  Edward  B.  Reynolds,  announced 
to  the  Board  of  Managers  that  the  Home  was  free  of  indebt- 
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edness.  Annually  it  was  presented  to  the  public  of  Rox- 
bury  for  its  recognizance,  and  the  May  festival  was  the 
largest  source  of  revenue.  In  1873  it  gave  into  the  treas¬ 
ury  $1,700,  in  1875  nearly  $2,500,  and  in  1876  $2,000. 
The  two  latter  festivals  were  given  in  Kennedy  Hall,  Dr. 
Donald  Kennedy  giving  the  use  of  it.  But  this  was  the 
culminating  period.  In  1878  the  fair  netted  but  $339, 
and  was  abandoned;  and  the  day  was  soon  appropriated 
by  other  interests,  to  the  temporary  loss  of  the  Roxbury 
Home. 

As  early  as  1864,  eight  years  after  the  foundation  of  the 
Home,  its  annual  report  said,  “  It  ought  not  to  happen,  as 
it  often  does,  that  the  worthy  applicants  for  such  a  home 
cannot  be  received  for  want  of  means  and  accommodation; 
for  the  fact  is  established  that  Roxbury  needs  a  well-en¬ 
dowed  home  for  aged  women,  where  they  may  be  insured  a 
comfortable  and  respectable  support  for  the  remnant  of  their 
days.” 

The  first  bequest  toward  an  endowment  was  in  1868,  of 
one  hundred  dollars  by  Miss  Caroline  Porter,  one  of  the 
earliest  and  most  constant  friends  of  the  Home.  This  was 
made  a  nucleus  for  a  free  bed  fund  to  be  known  as  the 
“Caroline  Porter  Free  Bed”;  and  donations  were  made  to 
it  by  numerous  friends  of  the  Home  till  in  1875  it  had 
reached  the  requisite  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  in  which 
year  the  first  free  bed  was  given  to  a  most  worthy  woman 
of  Roxbury,  who  is  still  in  possession  of  it  at  the  age  of 
eighty-five. 

In  1874  the  foundation  of  another  free  bed  was  laid  by  a 
bequest  of  five  hundred  dollars  by  Miss  Rebecca  Amory 
Lowell.  She,  too,  had  been  from  the  beginning  a  steady 
and  liberal  benefactor  of  the  Home,  with  her  sister,  Miss 
Anna  C.  Lowell,  who  still  cherishes  it  among  the  ever 
multiplying  objects  presented  for  her  bounty.  This  fund 
now  amounts  to  about  three  thousand  dollars.  In  1882 
Mrs.  William  Whiting  left  $5,000  for  the  support  of  a 
free  bed;  and  in  1884  Mrs.  Thomas  Adams  bequeathed 
$2,000  toward  the  free  fund,  besides  having  contributed 
generously  to  the  Porter  and  Lowell  Funds,  and  at  present 
there  are  free  funds  for  the  maintenance  of  three  women. 
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The  conviction  grew  stronger  with  years,  in  a  majority 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  that  a  joint  home  for  children 
and  aged  women  worked  to  the  disadvantage  of  both;  and, 
as  a  constantly  increasing  number  of  applications  were 
made  for  the  admission  of  aged  women  in  urgent  need  of 
the  Home,  it  was  decided  in  1873  to  restrict  the  Home  to 
aged  women,  and  the  stewardship  of  children  was  given 
over  to  other  workers.  But  this  drifting  away  from  one  of 
the  original  purposes  of  the  Home  was  a  grief  to  those  con¬ 
versant  with  its  early  history,  and  much  thought  was  given 
as  to  ways  and  means  of  helping  the  little  ones.  Help  was 
given  to  mothers  to  aid  them  in  keeping  a  home  for  their 
fatherless  children;  and  in  1877  Miss  Balch,  then  a  teacher 
in  the  Yeoman  Street  school,  opened  a  day  nursery  in  Rox- 
bury,  and  for  three  or  four  years  an  appropriation  was  made 
in  aid  of  the  nursery,  till  Mrs.  Ouincy  Shaw  assumed  its 
entire  support.  Some  help  was  given  to  the  Children’s 
Country  Week  and  to  the  St.  John  Home  for  Children;  but 
the  feeling  remained  that  by  personal  effort  and  investiga¬ 
tion  a  work  more  in  harmony  with  the  intention  of  those 
who  initiated  the  Home  could  be  done  outside  its  walls, 
and  that  the  additional  care  and  responsibility  which  it  y 
would  entail  on  the  Managers  would  be  more  than  compen¬ 
sated  by  the  fulfilment  of  the  obligation  to  children  assumed 
by  the  act  of  incorporation,  and  the  work  of  the  last  few 
years  has  been  as  satisfactory  as  the  limited  means  at  com¬ 
mand  will  allow.  It  is  that  of  aiding  widowed  mothers 
whose  resources  are  inadequate  to  the  support  of  their  fami¬ 
lies  to  pay  their  rent,  and  thus  keep  a  home  for  their  little 
ones  and  give  them  what  no  institution  could  supply, —  a 
mother’s  loving  care. 

The  Home  has  had  but  three  Presidents :  Mr.  Charles 
K.  Dillaway,  serving  in  that  capacity  from  1859  to  l87 2, 
and  until  his  death  its  friend  and  helper;  Mr.  John  Rogers, 
another  of  the  incorporators,  serving  with  great  fidelity  from 
1872  to  1882;  and  his  successor,  the  present  official,  the 
Rev.  Solon  W.  Bush.

To  incorporate  the  Children’s  Home  and  Home  for  Aged  Females  in 

Roxbury. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  James  Ritchie,  John  Rogers,  Charles  K.  Dillaway,  and 
James  Waldock,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a 
corporation  by  the  name  of  the  Children’s  Home  and  Home  for  Aged 
Females  in  Roxbury,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  destitute  children 
and  aged  females,  and  affording  a  temporary  home  for  the  same,  with 
all  the  powers  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities  set  forth  in 
the  forty-fourth  chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Sect.  2.  Said  corporation  may  take  and  hold  real  estate  not  exceed¬ 
ing  the  value  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  estate  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  the  value  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  for  the  aforesaid  charitable 
purposes. 

Sect.  3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

BY-LAWS. 

ADOPTED  APRIL  22,  1884. 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  corporation  shall  consist  of  the  persons  named  in  the  Act  of 
Incorporation,  all  Life  and  Honorary  Members,  and  of  all  such  persons 
as  shall  have  received,  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  meeting,  and  shall  pay  such  sum  as 
shall  be  voted  as  the  annual  assessment.  Membership  to  cease  upon 
non-payment  of  the  annual  assessment. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  the  corporation,  under  the  name  of  the  “Board  of 
Managers,”  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Sec¬ 
retary,  Auditor,  and  not  more  than  thirty  other  persons,  all  of  whom 
shall  be  members  of  the  corporation.  They  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot 
at  each  annual  meeting,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and 
until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall 
have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  occurring  during  the  year. 

ARTICLE  III. 

MEETINGS. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  shall  be  holden  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  of  April ;  and  the  Board  of  Managers  may  call  special  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  corporation  whenever  in  their  opinion  expedient  or  desirable, 
and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  call  them  whenever  requested  in  writing  so 
to  do  by  twenty  members.  Notice  of  time  and  place  of  meeting  shall 
be  given  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Boston  at 
least  four  days  previous  to  the  meeting. 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  Tuesday  of  every  month,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  they  shall 
direct ;  and  special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  Vice-President,  or  Committee  for  the  month.  Notices  of  such 
special  meetings  shall  state  the  object  for  which  they  are  called.  Six 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

MANAGERS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  the  entire  government  and  control 
of  the  Home,  and  of  the  general  business  and  property  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion.  They  may  choose  committees  from  their  own  members  on  Finance, 
Supplies,  Repairs,  Admissions,  and  such  other  committees  as  may  be 
necessary  to  perform  any  special  duties.  They  shall  have  full  power 
to  take  any  measure  which  they  may  deem  expedient  for  encouraging- 
subscriptions,  donations,  and  bequests  to  the  corporation ;  and  they 
shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  corporation,  on  the  Treasurer’s  ac¬ 
counts  and  on  the  general  state  of  the  Home,  and  give  an  abstract  of 
their  doings  for  the  year. 

ARTICLE  V. 

VISITING  COMMITTEE. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  one  or  more  from  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  every  month,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  the  Home  at 
least  once  a  week,  ascertain  all  needs,  make  fitting  suggestions,  give 
orders  for  necessary  purchases,  and  submit  their  report  at  the  succeed¬ 
ing  monthly  meeting.  They  shall  also  have  supervision  over  outside 
beneficiaries. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  shall 
have  the  charge  and  care  of  the  finances,  shall  receive  all  moneys  due, 
and  shall  pay  all  bills  which  have  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Man¬ 
agers  of  their  authorized  committees.  He  shall  render  an  account  an¬ 
nually  to  the  corporation  and  quarterly  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

AUDITOR. 

The  auditor  shall,  in  the  month  of  April  of  every  year,  audit  the 
account  of  the  Treasurer,  examine  the  property  of  the  corporation,  and 
append  his  report  to  the  Treasurer’s  annual  statement. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  shall  notify  and  attend  all  meetings  of  the  corporation 
and  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  keep  a  distinct  record  of  the 
doings  of  each,  with  the  names  of  those  present  at  Board  meetings, 


and  shall  notify  the  members  of  the  Visiting  Committee  of  their  term 
of  service,  and  shall  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  all  communica¬ 
tions  requiring  action. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

LIFE  MEMBERS. 

Any  person  who  shall  contribute  the  sum  of  $50  may  become  a  Life 
Member  by  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  X. 

ADMISSION  OF  INMATES. 

Preference  shall  be  given  to  those  applicants  who  are  residents  of 
that  part  of  Boston  formerly  known  as  Roxbury.  The  Managers  may, 
if  they  deem  it  expedient,  aid  beneficiaries  at  their  own  home. 

ARTICLE  XL 

DONATIONS. 

All  sums  received  by  the  Association  as  donations  or  bequests,  un¬ 
less  the  donor  or  testator  shall  otherwise  prescribe,  and  all  moneys 
collected,  including  subscriptions,  may  be  applied  to  the  current  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  Institution,  or  to  create  or  increase  a  permanent  fund,  or 
be  otherwise  invested  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 


ARTICLE  XII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

The  foregoing  By-laws  may  be  altered,  amended,  or  added  to  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the 
corporation,  notice  thereof  having  been  given  of  the  change  proposed 
in  the  call  of  said  meeting. 


GENERAL  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

VISITING  COMMITTEE. 

V. 

The  visitors  for  the  month  shall  visit  the  Home  not  less  than  once 
a  week.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  see  the  inmates,  inquire  into  their  con¬ 
dition,  and  give  such  encouragement  and  advice  as  may  be  in  their  power 
or  the  circumstances  of  the  case  seem  to  require.  The  Committee  shall 
have  the  general  oversight  of  the  Matron  and  the  concerns  of  the  family. 
They  shall  ascertain  the  needs  of  the  Institution,  and  direct  the  purchase 
of  such  articles  as  may  be  required  for  its  temporary  welfare  and  com¬ 
fort.  They  shall  see  that  the  Matron  conforms  to  the  rules  as  to  her 
own  conduct  and  that  of  the  family,  and  they  shall  make  a  monthly 
report  to  the  Managers  of  the  Institution. 

ARTICLE  II. 

MATRON. 

The  Matron,  under  direction  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  shall  have 
charge  of  the  house.  She  shall  in  no  case  be  absent  during  the  night 
without  permission  from  the  Visiting  Committee.  She  shall  enforce  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Managers,  and  carry  out  such  others  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Visiting  Committee.  She  shall  be  present  at 
meals,  see  that  they  are  properly  served,  and  that  all  the  inmates  who 
are  in  health  are  present,  and  that  suitable  food  be  prepared  for  the 
sick.  She  shall  report  to  the  Visiting  Committee  the  names  of  all  appli¬ 
cants  and  the  date  of  application,  and,  if  presents  be.  made  to  the  Insti¬ 
tution,  the  names  of  the  persons  making  them,  and  the  character  of  the 
donation.  She  shall  at  all  times  maintain  the  respect  due  to  her  sta¬ 
tion,  and  by  kindness,  attention,  and  judicious  treatment  endeavor  to 
gain  the  esteem  and  secure  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  all  those 
under  her  care.  If  improper  conduct  is  observed  in  any  member  of  the 
family,  she  shall,  after  the  first  offence,  report  the  same  to  the  Visiting 
Committee.  She  will,  under  the  direction  of  the  Visiting  Committee, 
have  the  direction  of  nurses,  domestics,  and  all  other  employees  in  the 
building.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  see  that  neatness  and  good  conduct 
prevail  in  every  part  of  the  establishment,  and  that  all  unnecessary  fires 
and  lights  are  extinguished  by  9.30  p.m. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

ON  ADMISSIONS. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Admissions  to 
visit  each  applicant  and  inquire  into  her  circumstances  and  character, 
and  make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  in  writing  in  regard  to  those 
deemed  by  them  proper  persons  for  admission  to  the  Home,  always 
accompanied  with  a  certificate  from  a  physician  of  good  standing  that  he 
has  examined  the  applicant,  and  that  she  has  no  physical  or  mental 
infirmity  that  should  preclude  her  admission.  The  Board  shall,  in  all 
cases,  decide  upon  the  admission  of  candidates.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Committee  on  Admissions  to  keep  a  record,  in  which  shall  be 
entered  the  names  of  all  applicants,  their  respective  ages,  places  of  birth 
and  residence,  by  whom  recommended,  date  of  application,  and  such 
other  information  as  may  be  of  importance.  No  person  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  as  an  inmate  of  the  Home  without  a  recommendation  from  this  ■ 
Committee. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Home  unless  of  Ameri¬ 
can  parentage,  except  by  a  majority  of  all  the  Managers  present  and 
voting  at  a  regular  meeting;  and  preference  shall  always  be  given  to 
natives  or  residents  of  Roxbury. 

Sect.  3.  Persons  under  sixty  years  of  age  shall  not  be  eligible.  In 
the  admission  of  all  persons,  they  shall  be  received  on  probation  of 
three  months,  at  the  expiration  of  which  the  Board  of  Managers  shall 
act  definitely  on  the  case  of  each  one  so  received ;  and,  if  not  confirmed 
as  permanent  inmates,  the  admission  fee,  deducting  three  dollars  per 
week,  shall  be  returned. 

Sect.  4.  The  Board  of  Managers  may  by  vote  admit  inmates  on  such 
terms  as  the  pecuniary  condition  of  the  corporation  or  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  any  peculiar  case  may  seem  to  demand.  Until  otherwise 
ordered,  three  hundred  dollars  shall  be  the  fee  for  admission.  Furni¬ 
ture  and  other  articles  brought  into  the  house  by  or  for  permanent 
inmates  must  remain  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home. 

Sect.  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  have  the  right  at  any  time  to  dis¬ 
charge  and  remove  from  the  Home  any  inmate  who  has  been  guilty  of 
disobedient  or  disorderly  conduct,  or  who,  in  their  judgment,  has  by 
her  conduct  rendered  such  action  necessary  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
Institution,  provided,  however,  that  no  vote  of  removal  shall  be  passed, 
unless  the  intention  to  pass  such  vote  shall  have  been  inserted  in  the 
notice  calling  the  meeting. 

Sect.  6.  Inmates  who  have  property  must  secure  the  same  to  the 
corporation  before  admission  ;  and,  in  case  of  money  or  other  property 
coming  into  their  possession  after  their  admission,  by  inheritance, 
bequest,  or  otherwise,  they  must,  if  they  continue  in  the  Home,  make 
the  same  over  to  the  corporation  upon  the  demand  of  the  Board  of 
Managers. 
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Sect.  7.  Inmates  will  be  required  in  all  cases  to  comply  with  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Home,  as  provided  by  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

INMATES. 

Section  i.  The  inmates  will  be  required  at  all  times  to  treat  the 
Matron  and  Visiting  Committee  with  deference  and  respect.  They  will 
also  endeavor,  by  quiet  and  gentle  manners,  to  diffuse  an  air  of  cheer¬ 
fulness  and  good  feeling  throughout  the  establishment ;  and,  by  acts  of 
kindness  and  forbearance,  to  gain  the  esteem  and  promote  the  happiness 
and  comfort  of  each  other. 

Sect.  2.  Those  who  are  able  will  be  required  to  make  their  own 
beds  and  to  keep  their  own  rooms  in  order,  neat  and  clean,  and,  under 
direction  of  the  Matron,  to  assist  those  who  are  unable  to  do  the  same. 
They  will  also  be  expected  to  assist  in  domestic  duties  and  in  sewing, 
and  generally  to  render  all  the  services  they  can  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Institution  and  the  comfort  of  those  inmates  more  helpless  than  them¬ 
selves. 

Sect.  3.  No  intoxicating  drinks  shall  be  used,  except  by  order  of 
the  physician;  and,  in  such  cases,  they  must  be  administered  by  the 
Matron. 

Sect.  4.  All  that  is  necessary  for  the  comfort  of  the  inmates  of  the 
Home  will  be  provided  from  the  funds  of  the  Association.  No  inmate, 
therefore,  will,  on  any  account,  be  permitted  to  leave  the  Institution  to 
solicit  assistance  or  procure  work,  unless  by  special  permission  from 
the  Visiting  Committee. 

Sect.  5.  No  inmate  will  be  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  Matron  or 
to  obstruct  her  in  the  discharge  of  her  duties,  but  any  one  having  cause 
of  complaint  must  present  the  same  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

Sect.  6.  If  any  inmate  desires  to  visit  her  friends  or  to  go  off  the 
premises  at  any  time,  permission  must  be  obtained  of  the  Matron,  who, 
before  granting  the  same,  must  ascertain  where  the  person  wishes  to  go 
and  how  long  she  proposes  to  be  absent. 

Sect.  7.  All  of  the  inmates  who  are  able  will  take  their  meals  at  the 
regular  table  provided  for  them,  and  will  also  attend  the  Sunday  service 
held  for  them  in  the  parlor  each  Sunday  afternoon. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Visitors  may  be  permitted  any  day  in  the  week  between  the  hours  of 
10  and  12  a.m.  and  2  and  6  p.m.,  and  on  Sundays  after  2  o’clock  p.m. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

These  Rules  and  Regulations  may  be  altered,  amended,  or  abrogated, 
and  others  prescribed  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers ; 
and,  to  insure  harmony,  strict  attention  should  be  paid  to  them.
